3. Claims 1-10 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Miller. 

Miller shows all the elements of the claimed invention in figs. 3, 10 and 11. It comprises: n- 
type source and drain regions [48, 50, 44, 46] formed on a p-type substrate [22]; a p+ type region 
[56] formed in the source region [48, 50] and adjacent to the channel region under an insulated 
gate electrode [52]. 

4. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Fortino et al. 
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Fortino et al. shows all the elements of the claimed invention in figs. 1-5. It comprises: n-type 
source and drain regions [38, 40] formed on a p-type substrate [10]; a p+ type region [42] formed 
between the source region [38] and the channel region; an insulated gate electrode [28] formed on 
the channel region.
